Get at the Facts 


A CCORDIXG to Chairman Laskcr of the new 
*» Shipping Board, President Harding was 
amazed and distressed when the facts as to the 
financial chaos in the Shipping Board were laid 
before liiin. 


Amazement, and distress are hardly strong 


enough words to express the feelings of thc na- 
tion's long-suffering and over-burdened tax pay- 
ers if Laskcr's report is correct. Thc situation 
he pictures makes a chapter in governmental 
history which for stupidity, recklessness, ineffi- 
ciency and utter disregard of thc public interest, 
seems without precedent. Whether or not thc 
element of downright dishonesty is also present, 
Laskcr docs not say. But he gets pretty close to 
it when he makes this significant statement: 
"The books of thc board arc not in a commercial 
sense cooks at all. If a purposeful effort had 
been made to keep thc books so as to cheat and 
defraud congress and thc country, they could 
have been kept in no very different manner." 


Hundreds of millions of dollars of loss to 


1hc country are involved in thc financial wreck. 
Systematic and persistent 'deception of thc pub- 
lic and congress by officials and employes of the 
Shipping Board is alleged to be a feature of thc 
tragic situation, which in some respects is the 
worst of oil. For example, when congress ap- 
propriated the snug sum of $99,000,000 for thc 
old Shipping Board for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1921, it was told that this covered thc 
board's operations. Now it is asserted that the 
cost of these operations was ?380.000,000, near- 
ly four times as much. Thc vast sum of nearly 
$300,000,000 has got to be made up this year, at 
a time when every effort of the government is 
being directed toward economy. 


Laskcr very charitably absolves certain of- 


ficials of the old Shipping Board from blame for 
the bookkeeping system on the ground that "the 
system has been in use from thc start, begun un- 
der war pressure and continued in incompc- 


1 lence," but if the officials of the old Shipping 


Board arc not responsible for continuing an in- 
adequate war system for nearly three, years after 
thc war ended, who is responsible? That is what 
thc lax paying public wonts to know. It is ob- 
vious that thc responsibility for this reckless if 
not criminal waste of public money lies some- 
where.
